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PREPARING CASE NECKS FOR ACCURACY 


by Dr. A. H. GARcELON 


Thin necked cases in general are to 
be preferred over thick necked cases for 
accuracy. 

The turning of necks for thinness 
concentricity and uniform wall thick- 
ness is easily accomplished in a lathe 
with the proper set-up. 


First turn a rod in a quick radius for 
strength to a projection just long 
enough to allow room for the case neck 
and the lathe turning tool. The di- 
ameter of this projection should be 
about .0002” to .0005” larger than the 
neck sizing plug you expect to use in re- 
loading a particular case. 

The finish on this projection must be 
sufficiently smooth to allow its insertion 
into the case neck without gall or pick- 
up. Also, be sure to have a good, smooth 
radius on the end of the projection. 

Once this is made do not remove 
from the headstock of the lathe until 
the anticipated work is completed. 

Next, take a short case holder of the 
type commonly used with R.C.B.S. in- 
terchangeable case holder type ram or 
Lachiniller loading tool, and thread 
the center hole for a well-centered ar- 
bor to hold in the tail stock chuck. 

When you have completed these steps 
you are now ready to reduce the necks 
of the cases. 

The first step in this procedure is to 
full length size the case necks with the 
sizing die you intend to use in reload- 
ing the cases. 

Next champher the inside of the case 
mouth. Lubricate the inside of the case 
neck well with your favorite lubricant. 


Powdered graphite with neck first wet 
with oil is my favorite. 

Place the case in the shell holder, and 
force neck over the rod projection. Back 
off the tailstock chuck enough to pre- 
vent binding. 

Turn to desired size and load and 
fire a shot. Now resize and be sure that 
the neck will reduce sufficiently in the 
die to hold the bullet. 

If everything is okay proceed and re- 
duce the remaining case necks to the 
same dimensions as that of the test case. 


Army Teams 
Busy Training 

Members of the U.S. Army Rifle, Pis- 
tol, and Running Boar Shooting Teams 
enjoyed the sweet wine of victory the 
week of 4-8 Dec. in competition that 
ranged from Phoenix, Arizona to Lack- 
land AFB, Texas and to the ranges at 
Fort Benning, Georgia.

Match Course, the U.S. Army team, 
coached by SFC Roy Combs one of the 
nation’s leading coaches, recorded a 
1899-63 for the high team honors. Ser- 
geant First Class Raymond Campbell 
led the 4 man team with a 480-13, 
while SSG Richard Rebidua was next 
high with a 475-19. The U.S. Army 
Drake team finished second with a 
1890-68 total. 

Led by the consistent shooting of Na- 
tional Pistol Champion MSG William 
Blankenship and Pan American Games 
Gold Medalist SSG Hershel Anderson, 
the U.S. Army Pistol Team equalled 
the winning ways of its past record in 
the Border State International Pistol 
Matches hosted by the Air Force at 
Lackland AFB, Texas. 


Blankenship led the Army’s effort by 
firing a 562 in the International Free 
Pistol Individual Match. His 562 out- 
pointed the 560 fired by his teammate 
Anderson, and the 555 scored by SSGT 
Arnold Vitarbo of the Air Force. All 
three of the men were members of the 
1967 United States Shooting Team that 
fired this past summer in the Pan Amer- 
ican Games in Winnipeg, Canada.

A Test for The 
Anti-Gun Set 


by Joun MarsMAN 


Much has been written and said dur- 
ing the past several years on both sides 
of the firearms issue—the pros insisting 
that more restrictive laws on gun sales 
and ownership will halt the nation’s 
rising crime rate, the cons arguing that 
criminals, not guns, are the root of the 
problem. 

In the maze of statistics and verbiage 
that has been devoted to the question, 
the lay observer could very well be left 
unimpressed unless he studies the evi- 
dence carefully and is able to pluck 
from it the simple fact that gun laws 
and the crime rate are unrelated. 

One of the most convincing argu- 
ments against restrictive firearms legis- 
lation to cross this desk arrived recently 
in a newsletter published by Brownell’s 
Gunsmiths, of Montezuma, Iowa. It re- 
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duced the entire question to simple logic 
and shattered the case for firearms leg- 
islation quite poignantly. 

To those who would deprive the 
American public of its right to own and 
use firearms legitimately, the suggestion 
was to print a poster for hanging on 
the front doors of their homes. It reads: 

To Whom It May Concern 
THERE ARE NO GUNS 
IN THIS HOUSE 


“Please put the above sign on your 
front door if you feel there is no need 
for firearms,” say the instructions. “Of 
course, if you realize that this would be 
an open invitation, informing degen- 
erates bent on rioting, robbery, murder 
or rape, that you and your family are 
defenseless, then please understand that 
strong gun laws WILL put this sign on 
... YOUR FRONT DOOR.” 


Enough said! 


Sportsman's Role 
In Conservation 


Outlined By NSSF 


Too often sportsmen, particularly 
shooters, are criticized for destroying 
wildlife with no concern for the natural 
resource. Knowledgeable persons know 
this to be false but they constitute the 
minority. The public, especially the 
younger generation, needs to be en- 
lightened. 

A new booklet, recently published by 
the National Shooting Sports Founda- 
tion and entitled, “Shooting For the 
Future,” explains how sportsmen have 
pioneered the cause of conservation not 
only with progressive programs but also 
with millions of dollars in voluntary 
contributions, license fees and tax 
revenue.

Mourning Dove 
Survey Called For

The mourning dove is a legal game 
bird in 16 eastern states. During the 
1966-67 hunting season, according to 
data made public recently, one million 
sportsmen bagged more than 21 million 
of these migratory birds in states east 
of the Mississippi River. 

Strangely enough, while hunters in 
some states enjoy what experts consider 
to be the most challenging wing shoot- 
ing available, hunters in other states 
along the eastern coast are missing out 
on the action because of local regula- 
tions protecting doves. 

Having a closed season on a migra- 
tory bird in one state while other states 
allow a harvest doesn’t seem to make 
much sense. Such regional bans are 
primarily the result of pressure from 
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protectionists who consider the dove a 
songbird. Yet, the dove is North Ameri- 
ca’s most important migratory game 
bird and is probably the number one 
target of sportsmen from a standpoint 
of total harvest. 


Heretofore, the bird’s population sta- 
tus, its harvest rate and other factors 
figuring into its survival spectrum were 
mostly guesswork, leaving game biolo- 
gists and sportsmen in states having 
closed seasons little factual information 
with which to argue for an open season. 


The facts are now being collected 
through a four-phase study being con- 
ducted by the University of North Caro- 
lina Institute of Statistics, under con- 
tract with the Wildlife Management 
Institute and financed by 11 southeast- 
ern state wildlife departments. 


Other phases of the study will include 
censuses to determine population size, 
an expanded banding program to yield 
information on dove movements, na- 
tural losses and hunting harvests; and 
a wing collection survey which will pro- 
vide data on nesting success. 

The significant fact, already estab- 
lished, is that the gun has had no effect 
on the dove population, despite in- 
creases in hunting seasons and bag 
limits. Counts made annually since 
1952 along 350 routes show populations 
have remained relatively stable through- 
out that period. 


No doubt those states having closed 
seasons on doves will be watching the 
remainder of the study closely. Hope- 
fully, it will provide them with the 
scientific data needed to convince pro- 
tectionists that the species can better 
serve the cause of conservation without 
protection.

AMOUNT OF LUBRICANT EFFECTS 
FINISHED BULLET MARKEDLY 


by A. H. GarcELon 


Wrinkles in the ogive section of bul- 
lets bother some people, although it is 
commonly accepted that they do not 
effect the accuracy of the bullet. To 
remove the wrinkles, or at least most 
of them, wipe the lubricant from the 
ogive section only of the jacket con- 
taining the lead core before inserting 
into the bullet forming die. You'll be 
surprised. 

If your jacket sticks on the punch 
when seating cores, it is probable that 
you are not seating the core with suf- 
ficient pressure. 

It is generally conceded that the fin- 
ished bullet should be longer than the 
original jacket. 

Did you realize that the amount of 
lubricant on the jacket can vary the 
size of the finished bullet markedly? 

When core seating, the core line to- 
wards the open end of the jacket 
should be of a diameter similar or 


equal to that at the base of the jacket. 


Many shooters who make their own 
match bullets make them all of one 
weight, ie., 50 gr., 52 gr., etc. They 
feel this keeps a complicated problem 
less complicated and is therefore an 
advantage. 


For those who use light Kampen 
jackets in the .705 inch length, make 
the bullet (.22 cal.) 52 grains minium. 
Anything lighter will result in the for- 
ward tip of the lead being too far to 
the rear in the finished bullet. 


For the beginner, jackets .690 inches 
in length will make a 50 grain bullet, 
but not much heavier. The .705 inch 
length is most popular and most com- 
monly used. It will make bullets from 
50 to 55 grains. 


The .735 length jacket can be used 
to make bullets 55 to 60 grains in 
weight.

IN RESPONSE TO BENCH CLUTTER 


Now that the Michigan deer season is 
passed, unsuccessful for the second year 
in a row, with disappointment I hang 
my cleaned and oiled 7mm-06 Ackley- 
improved on the gun rack (Wow! what 
a caliber) and get back to the bench 
rest shooting. 


The article, “Bench Clutter” by Igor 
Kasephiller, August, 1967 issue, espe- 
cially the last paragraph, has been bug- 
ging me and prompts this writing. Back 
last May of this year, I purchased a 
Remington 22-250 for my daughter 
Judy. This would be an excellent car- 
tridge for her to handle, and would 
serve both for target and varmint shoot- 
ing as we usually make two trips a year 
to Northern Michigan. Also, seeing that 
this was one of the hottest calibers going 
at the local range lately, load develop- 
ment would be an interesting experi- 
ment. 


The first session at the bench to fire- 
form new brass to this chamber gave 
clue to a slight bedding condition, so 
out with the lipstick, a little scraping 
here and there, and now we are ready 
to go. 


I should say right here that my inter- 
pretation of load development is a selec- 
tion of powder that will give good 
loading density (one that fills the case 
to base of the bullet) and provide good 
velocity with accuracy. I also make it a 
practice to work my loads up to the top, 
too, where they begin to show some 
slight signs of excessive pressure, so I’ll 
know where the heck I’m at with the 
particular rifle I’m working with. Those 
of you who have worked up an accurate 
load near the top during the quiet win- 
ter months when the temperature is 
around ten degrees and then fire the 
same charge next July when the tem- 
perature is around ninety-five degrees 
will know what I mean. 


Now that the cases are fireformed, 
they are trimmed, sorted to weight, 
necxs checked for wall thickness and

Of the seven boxes of new Remington 
brass, and one box of factory loads used 
to check the functioning of the machine, 
one box groups in the .500’s, one box in 
the 800’s, two boxes in the 900’s, and 
all that sort of jazz, we can get out the 
Prowley Computer and see what powder 
it selects, and also some from the Speer 
Manual. Load a maximum of each and 
observe the powder level and make a 
note of this, then starting low work-up 
a load that attains accuracy and com- 
pare this for load density with the max- 
imum load. 


By mid-June I had settled on four 
different powders, had the cases sorted 
by firing which is kinda the final exam 
for all the effort put in case prepara- 
tion, and was on my way to Northern 
Michigan with the little box with all the 
light bulbs in it from Herter’s: the 
Mark VII Computer-chronograph. 


The four powders selected were 4895, 
4320, H 380, and Norma 205; all of 
these produced five shot groups of one 
inch and under in this sporter weight 
rifle, but only one had the loading den- 
sity I was looking for, this was the 
Norma 205. 


Now there’s no loading data listed for 
this cartridge in the latest Norma Gun- 
bugs Guide, but it does say this is an 
excellent powder for large volume 
necked-down cases. The machine from 
Herter’s would tell how its velocity com- 
pared to the other powders which it 
out-performed in accuracy. I also have 
to say that the Norma powder gave the 
most consistent velocity recordings, and 
is most likely why it produced the tight- 
er groups, as with the other powders 
three or four shots would be in a tight 
group, then one or two would spread it 
out. I found this same thing true devel- 
oping a load for the 7mm06 Ackley- 
improved a year ago last summer, with 
the Norma 205 selected as the powder 


to use in this case. 


The following are the results of one 
amateur’s experiment with the chrono- 
graph in load development, and are 
given only as a report on this experi- 
ment in this very fine Remington Model 
700 22-250 BDL Rifle Serial #167373.

Marksmanship Training Unit are point- 
edly challenging; asking such questions 
as “have you the ability to go to Mex- 
ico?” — “Have you got your ticket for 
the Olympics?” That’s the topic of con- 
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servation. The XIX Olympiad. 

Col. Robert F. Bayard, the Units 
Commanding Officer says, “The MTU 
has geared all its capabilities to placing 
as many men as possible on the U.S. 
Shooting Team. Right now our train- 
ing involves, physical conditioning as 
well as shooting practice for the inter- 
national rifle, pistol and shotgun teams.” 


The International teams under the 
guidance of LTC (Ret.) Frederick Kie- 
fer, LTC (Ret.) William Pullum, Maj. 
Thomas D. Gillmore and assisted by 
LTC D. Bull are directing their com- 
bined energies towards preparation for 
the 1968 Olympics. 

Highlighting the Army’s effort in the 
International Rifle field is Lt. Gary 
Anderson, America’s top Gold Medal 
winning rifleman. He has won 22 indi- 
vidual and team Gold Medals while 
representing the United States in major 
International competition. Another 
strong contender will be World and Pan 
American Champion Captain Margaret 
Thompson, although no woman’s events 
are scheduled she is capable of produc- 
ing man-size scores. Others in conten- 
tion would be Olympic medalist Capt. 
Lones Wigger, Jr., who will return from 
Vietnam in time for the try-outs; Capt. 
John Foster, the World’s Smallbore 
Kneeling Position Champion; Lt. John 
Writer, Pan American Medalist; Capt. 
Bruce Meredith, Pan American medal- 
ist and National Smallbore Rifle Prone 
Champion; Maj. Presley Kendall, for- 
mer National Smallbore Rifle Cham- 
pion and others. 


The Pistol Team has such greats as 
MSG. Bill Blankenship, World Center 
Fire Champion and six times the Na- 
tional Pistol Champion. He’ll be sup- 
ported by Staff Sgt. Hershell Anderson, 
a 1967 Pan American Games Gold 
Medal winner. The roster of the Pistol 
team includes many names all of which 
are threats for position on the Rapid 
Fire and Slow Fire Teams. 

The Trap & Skeet Teams will only 
field two men apiece, with the Army in 
strong contention to field Sgt. James 
Beck and Sp4 Gene Lumsden on the 
Trap Team and PFC Edward Brown 
and Sp4 Daniel Voorhees on the Skeet 
Team. 


Plans are being completed for a Eu- 
ropean training trip this Spring where 
the teams will shoot shoulder to shoul- 
der against teams from Norway, Swe- 
den, Germany and Romania. These 
same teams will be competing in the

I was going 
to say Mae West, but a friend once 
cautioned me not to tell jokes without 
consideration as they often have a ten- 
dency to date you. I guess this one really 
does date me. Back to the bullet. 

From the first there appeared to be 
considerable more interest in a 338 
bullet than any other, and thus we 
have now settled on this caliber and will 
work with it exclusively. 

As you know a long range target 
competitor must often shoot strings of 
from 20 to 25 shots from the prone 
position, mostly in the boiling sun, 
always with too much shooting gear. 
He must then use all caution where 
competitor fatigue is concerned, and 
thus while a 50 caliber machine gun 
round might be superior the necessary 
weight of rifle, recoil, and so forth de- 
feats its purpose. Just where the boun- 
dry comes would vary with competitors. 

In order to be a good long range 
bullet it has to have certain properties, 
first of course a boat tail. It must be

Dear Mr. Walker, 


I have been reading your comments 
in PRECISION SHOOTING concerning the 
Remington 40XB. I have been having 
some problems with my 40X heavy bar- 
rel in .222 mag. (12x Redfield) and I 
am hoping you might be so kind as to 
offer a suggestion or two. I will be 
happy to pay for your time if you so 
desire. 

I purchased the rifle new one year 
ago. The accompanying factory test 
target showed three 5 shot groups aver- 
aging .38MOA, the factory test load 
being 22 grains of 4198 and the 53 gr. 
Sierra h.p.

extremely accurate and one must be 
able to drive it at velocities near 3000 
fps. To go along with this bullet one 
must have also the necessary rifle and 
so forth. 

I have now just completed my first 
experimental run of .338 BT bullets. 
The jackets that I have made up into 
good 250 grain bullets and thus for a 
starter I chose this weight. To make a 
lighter bullet the jackets will have to be 
trimmed shorter. I made this bullet 
with approximately a 10 caliber ojive 
and about a 7° boat tail. 

At this writing no one has fired one 
of these yet but they are in the hands 
of several fellows and the results of this 
first one should be in before long. 

I’m-not interested in selling bullets or 
equipment, just playing with something 
of interest. Anyone who wants to get 
his feet wet can write for further de- 
tails, but if it is just for information on 
how we are coming please hold up as I 
will supply PS with all the sordid de- 
tails as and when they happen, even if 
it is necessary to admit defeat and 
failure. 

Drop the line to Ted Smith, Box 250, 
North Bend, Oregon 97459, a place I 
often refer to as El Rancho Gon Broko, 
my wife who is more practical just says 
Smith’s Poor Farm. 


Last spring and summer the rifle 
seemed to be shooting up to par, aver- 
aging about .60 MOA with both 22 grs. 
4198 and 27 grs. BL-c2. (barrel always 
free floating). The past 6 months how- 
ever, I have had trouble with vertical 
dispersion, never horizontal. One shot 
may be as much as 2 inches straight 
below the group—very seldom above 
the group. Occasionally, two separate 
groups will form, one above and one 
below. 

I carefully weigh my Sierra 53 gr. 
bullets but do not mike them. Powder 
charges are also weighed. Cases are 
trimmed and deburred and primer poc- 
kets are cleaned (I use the Rem. 7!4 
primer). Cases neck sized only. 

I have several ideas as to what might 
be my trouble but because it takes so 
many rounds to prove or disprove these 
assumptions, possibly your comments 
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may save some barrel life. 

1. I have been lubing bullets slightly, 
using a very slight amount of RCBS 
case lube. Could this affect time-up-the- 
barrel? 

2. I have noticed in PRECISION 
SHootinc that most all shooters of the 
.222 mag. are using loads of BL-c and 
4198 which are considerably over the 
suggested maximum as listed in the 
Speer manual. Does the .22 mag. shoot 
best at these higher pressures and could 
this solve the problem of vertical dis- 
persion? My rifle was shooting better 
during the warm spring and summer. 
Maybe it is only a coincidence that I 
began getting poor groups during the 
fall with the start of cooler weather but 
might this indicate the use of loads over 
the suggested maximums? 

3. Possibly the long, free floating, 
heavy barrel on my 40X weighs too 
much for the receiver, causing the muz- 
zle to be slightly lower from time to 
time—therefore making it necessary to 
use the bedding device to support the 
barrel. 

Again, I wish to emphasize that I 
will be happy to pay for any advice you 
might offer. I realize that writing tech- 
nical advice takes time and I deeply 
appreciate you reading this far.

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Dear Mr. Baxter: 


From the description of your difficul- 
ties it sounds as though you have either 
a scope or a bedding problem. First try 
a different scope. Assuming that you 
have a Lyman Super or a Unertl, first 
check all of the mount screws including 
the blocks. Then check the amount of 
friction between the tube and the 
mounts. If the scope will not slide quite 
freely, clean all the contact points in 
both front and rear mounts by wiping 
with a clean dry cloth. Then lubricate 
these contact points on the scope with 
a small quantity of gun-slick or equi- 
valent. If you are using a spring return 
on the scope, suggest you try some 
groups with the spring backed off and 
return the scope by hand. 

Next, check the front guard screw. Is 
it bottoming in the receiver before the 
receiver is pulled tight in the wood? If 
it is, this will need to be corrected with 
a new guard screw or alteration to the 
old one. Check the recoil shoulder. Is 
the bottom resting on the bottom of the 
recess in the stock? If it is, remove wood 
from the bottom of the recess until the 
recoil shoulder is clear. Incidentally, 
study the article on bedding in the 
June issue of PREcISION SHOOTING. 


If neither the scope or bedding have 
an effect, try increasing your 4198 load 
a little at a time until you reach 23 
grains. 

Clean your rifle often with Hoppes 
and a wire brush. Powder fouling is 
quite difficult to remove if it is allowed 
to build up. If properly done with a 
good cleaning rod which is free of dirt 
and grit, no harm can be done by 
cleaning. 

Bob Hart has promised to write an 
article on cleaning for PRECISION 
SHOOTING soon. This is a subject which 
needs considerably more attention than 
given it by most shooters.

Dear Mr. Ackor: 


I must congratulate you on the “new 
look” in the magazine. The appearance 
is much better and the material is fac- 
tual and interesting as always. 

I’ve been meaning to write for sev- 
eral months and I’m just now getting 
around to it. I’ve been disturbed with 
all the talk and print about the hunter 


rifle matches being advocated by the 
Bench Rest Shooters Assoc. 


Three years ago I participated in my 
first hunter rifle match at the Col. 
Whelen Range in St. Charles, Mo. 
(St. Louis). Of the 24 competitors, I 
took 11th place with my standard Rem. 
700 cal. 6mm Rem. with 4X scope. 
Since then I’ve entered 7 other matches 
with the same equipment against the 
same shooters placing last each time. 
My concern is not because I.seem to be 
getting worse instead of better. The 
cause for the letter is that the hunter 
rifle concept (in St. Louis at least) has 
gotten completely out of hand and I 
feel it’s the same throughout the coun- 
try. 

It was my understanding that the 
original thought was to introduce more 
shooters to the bench rest game and 
perhaps win them over. If they weren’t 
won over, at least they would have the 
opportunity to compete with shooters 
in their class. Then the “rules” came 
along and the directors felt things 
should be “standardized” throughout 
the country. I agree the target and cer- 
tain limitations on the equipment should 
be the same all over. Originally it was 
this: standard factory repeating rifle of 
6mm and over weighing less than 10! 
Ibs. with scope of 6X or less. This was 
fine. (The last match in which I fired 
was won by a gentleman using a cal. 
6.5x284 with a Douglas stainless steel 
barrel on a single shot F.N. bench rest 
action. Is this a hunting rifle? I think 
not. 

Now, if the bench rest shooters want 
to introduce a new class of rifle to their 
sport this is well and good, but let’s not 
call it a hunter rifle class. This is ter- 
ribly discouraging to owners of common 
rifles like myself. I won’t be going back 
to the Whelen range to shoot against 
rifles such as I’ve described. I feel that 
the whole hunter rifle movement has 
gotten out of hand for the worse. In- 
stead of introducing new blood, the old 
veteran bench rest shooters are having 
new rifles built to shoot against factory 
jobs. The hunter rifle matches of 1968 
will not be won by hunting rifles, which 
is too bad. A lot of shooters throughout 
the land would like to shoot in these 
matches but they want better odds. 

I’ve learned a lot by participating in 
matches with these bench rest shooters. 
I am now having a heavy varmint rifle 
made up for 1968. Then if I take last 
place I can blame myself 100% rather 
than my equipment. You see, I like to
